If approved or amended, it would then
j.'o to Councils and be acted upon.

yet supplied.

Jn alluding to the grent Increase In the number of
commitments, tne Board says: It Is evident that
the capacity of the Prison is now, and with succeed-
ing years will become mill in on; Inadequate to the
demands of the city. The separate system has b'eu
necessarily abandoned, In alt the departments or tlie
Prison; and, even In the couvlcl corridors, two, three,
and In some cases, lour prisoners are placed together
id a single cell. A House of Correction for vagrnutH
is now a serious desideratum It on no other grounds, at
least from theabsolute want of capacity In the Prison to
utlbrd proper uccoiiimoiluliou lo the three-fol- d union
of vagrants, untried prisoners, nnd convicts, whose
destination is ihe County Prison. Tlie Board has more
than once expressed the opinion that a Mouse of Cor-
rection would be most ndvuntageously conuected with
the Prison. The vacant square adjoining the Prison,
belonging to the city, mid now used us n parade
groin, d. would furnls'i an admirable site lor a House
ol Correction. And the I.eL'islnture Is respectfully
asked to pass the necessary acts to enable this Board,
with the concurrence ot Councils, lo proceed to the
erection of the hntldlng.

rnorofiKn New IhudckOvkh the Schuylkill--
A meeting of the Committee on Finance

was held last evening, and after the transac-
tion of the regular routine business, the
question of reporting a resolution to Councils
asking the Legislature to pass the act provid-
ing for the erection of a bridge over the
Schuylkill, to commence at the foot of Cal-lowh- ill

street on the east and l'owclton avenue
on the west, was taken up.

Mr. Spencer Miller appeared before the Com-

mittee, and urged the necessity of having a
bridge at the point named, and the importance
of Councils requesting the Legislature to puss
the bill which has been laid before them.

After a discussion, in wbicli the members
of the Finance Committee participated, the
subiect was postponed.

The Committee agreed to instruct the Com-

mittee on Law of Councils, about to visit llar-risbur- g,

to have that portion of the Consolida-
tion actj which limits the power of the city to
borrow 1)00,000 on temporary loan, changed
so $1,200,000 may be raised at one time for
temporary use.

Anniversary op a Missionary Society.
The second anniversary of the Juvenile Mis-

sionary Society of the Sunday Schools attached
to the Spring Garden Street Methodist Epis-
copal Church, corner of Twentieth and Spring
Garden streets, was held last evening. The
attendance was large, every seat in the struc-
ture being occupied. The exercises were of
ail interesting character, consisting of singing,
addresses, etc.

The Secretary reported that the total
amount of offerings received during the past
year amounted to about $1000, the average
monthly offering of each class being fctili,
against $45 during the previous year. The
society is composed of twenty-on- e male and
twenty-tw- o female classes. They hold meet-
ings every month, on Sabbath afternoons.

ITomoio Ttibllo CleanllncBS and
Health.

Herd ion 1. Tho Solrct nnd Common Councils of
the City of 1'hllndnlplilu do onliiln, That from
11 iicl alter May 1, lWif, any person who shall be
the owner or lessee of premises, desirous to con
nect with nny of the sewera In the street, shall
make application at Hie Department of Hur-- vt

j s, upon a tiook prepared lor Unit purpose,
iindhliull pny for Haiti privilege of connection
t lie sum of feven dollars and fifty cents for all
premises not exceeding six teen feet in width,
it nil all over that width the sum of ten dollars,
except they shall have puld proportionally for
the construction of said sewer, In which caso
I lie hi 111 of three dollars shall be paid.

Section 2. That it shall be tho duty of the Chief
l'.pgineer nnd Surveyor, on or before the 1st day
of May, JWj7, to appoint, by and with the advice
nnd coiihent of ISf led Council, a competent per-
son lu each Survey District (who shall give
lie 11 tls In one thousand dollars for thu faithful
performance of Ills tl lilies) to make bo much of
the connection with the sewers as mny be
within the street lines, tho same to be done
under the supervision of the Murvey Depart-
ment, ami the expenses thereof (excepting the
repa vino) lo he defrayed by tho person to whom
the privilege Is granted. Tho charges to bo
made by the respective persons bo appointed
lor thc!i services shall be uniform, and shall be
cMabllKht'd by ordinance of Councils,

Section 3. After theciinricctlon with the sewer
Is made. It shall bo the duty of the Commis-
sioner of Highways, upon the written order of
the Chlel Engineer and Surveyor, to repave tlie
fctieet.

Stctlori'4. When prlvllogo is granted to con-
nect with any sewer, Ihe Department of Sur-
veys is hereby authorized to issue a license, lu
the following lorm, as near as may be:

BEW KIt LICENSE.
Whereas, (bote Insert tho name of the appll --

ennt) has applied at the Survey Department to
make a connection with the sower located 111

(here Inseil tho name) street, from his premises
(here Insert the number or a brief description
ol the prehiises), anil has paid for the use of
the city of I'hlltulelphia, to the Chief Engineer
nnd Sin veyor, the sum of dollars for
said privilege. Now, this Is to certify thut the
sniff (hi ro Insert the name of tlie applicant) Is
permitted by the city of Philadelphia, to inane
the connection from the aalil sewer to tho streot
line, according to said application, the same to
be made by (here Insert the name of tho proper
person to make the connection), of the (here
insert the number) Survey District.

The said licenses to pay tho expenses thereof
to said (here insert tho name of the persou
appointed by tho Chief Engineer). Thislicenso
to be revocable at the option of the city of
l'hllndelphla. (Signed by tho CUiuI Engineer
anil surveyor.)

Section 6. That no dwelling-hous- e, store, or
olher building shail be eroded or altered on
any street or alley In which there is a sewer,
without nroviuimrnn unuererounu connection
by diain-pipe- s with tho sewer for carrying oil
all drainage tnal wouiu otherwise now over
the loolwuy; and in all cases where there are
goiters now over the footway which, in the
opinion of the Chief Engineer and Surveyor,
approved by the Committee on Surveys ami
KegulHtlons.nre objectionable, and are situated
upon a street where there Is a sewer, orwherw,
iu the erection of new buildings after the pas-sua- e

of this ordinance, the directions herein
snecltletl have been disregarded, it shall bo the
tluty of the Chief Engineer uud Surveyor to
give written notice to the owner or occupants
of the premises to connect with the sewer by
underground drainage; ana in case 01 non-
compliance wiih said notice for tho space of
ninety davs alter the service thereof upon the
owner or occupant, there shall be incurred by
said owner the penalty of thirty dollars foreach
mouth of failure.

Section 0. No license shall be hereafter
granted to makeconnectlon wltuasower for the
purpose of preventing the overflow of a
privy well, or carrying oil" water or fluid that
will deposit sediment or obstruction in the
Bewer, and all such sower connections now
existing, when complained of by a citizen and
approved by the Committee on Surveys ami
Regulations, shall be cutoff by the Chief Com-
missioner of Highways wllhlu thirty days after
written notice bo to do has been served (by
order of the Chief Encineer and Surveyor)
nptm tho owner or occupant of tho premises
drained.

Section 7. That In all cases where the connec-
tion is lor the purpose of conveying to tho
sewer such dralntme as would otherwise be per
mitted to flow across tho footway, the license
must be taken out In manner herein specified
lint no charge shall be made therefor olher thau
the sum of three dollars for repavlng the car
riage-wa-

sectlou . 11 snail De tne uuty 01 eacu i ns- -
senger Hallway Company occupying the streets
of tlie city 01 l'uiiaueipiiia, wiieuever ine iracu:
mny be over a sewer, to maice, nt tneir own
expense, a connection between tho horse-pat- h

of their track and the underlying sewer, at
such points and in such manner us shall be ap-
proved by the Chief Engineer and Surveyor;
and upon the full 11 re so to do within thirty days
alter ihe written notice has been given them
by said Chief Engineer and Surveyor, it shall
lie the duty of the Chief Commissioner of High-H3'- S

to have the same done, aud the cost
then of to be collected irom the Hallway Com-
pany, as directed in section 10 of thisordinunce.

Section U. That If a connection with any
Bewer is made in violation of the provisions of
tills ordlnunce, or it shall be used for purposes
not specified iu license, there shall be incurred
by the person so using said sewer or making
said connection improperly, the penalty ot fifty
dollars, and connection shall be severed.

Section 10. It shall be the duty of the City
Solicitor to prosecute for all penalties incurred
under this ordinance, upon the direction of the
Chief F.ngineer and Surveyor.

Section 11. The Chief Engineer and Surveyor
shall pay weekly into the City Treasury all
moneys received, by him under the provlsious
hereof.

In pursuance of the annexed .Resolution, the

following bill, entitled
"AN ORDINANCE

Creating a Loan to pay certain deficiencies, for
the Purchase of the Lansdowne Estate, and for
other purposes," is hereby published in accord-
ance with the act of Assembly, for public in-
formation.

AN ORDINANCE CREATING A LOAN TO PAY CER-
TAIN DKFICIENC'lEH, FOR THE PURCHASE OT
TIIK LANSDOWNE K.STATE, AND FOR OTHEH
PURPOSES.
(Section 1. The Select and Common Councils

of the City of l'hllndelphla do ortlivln, That theMtiyor ot Philadelphia be and he is hereby
authorized to borrow, at not less than par, ou
the credit of the city, from time to time, one
million eight hundred thousand dollars, to baapplied as lollows, viz.:

J irst. To pay deficiencies, one million Ave
hundred thousand dollars.

.Second. For the purchase of the Lansdowne
Estae. and improvement of the same, one
hundred thousand dollars.

Third. For a House of Correction, one hundredthousand dollars.
Fourth. To pay the Increase in the

School Teachers' and House Cleaners'
salaries, one hundred thousand dollars for
which interest, not to exceed the rate of six per
cent, per annum, shall be paid half yearly, oa
the first days of January and July, at the office
of the City Treasurer.

The principal of said loan shall be pay
able and paid at the expiration of thirtyyears from the date of the same, and not
before, without the consent of the holders
thereof; and the certificate therelor.ln the usual
form of the certificates of City Loan, shall be
Issued In such amounts as the lenders may re-
quire, but not tor any iractional part of one
hundred dollars, or, if required, in amounts of
five hundred r one thousand dollars; and Itshall be expressed in said certificates that the
loan therein mentioned, and the interest thereof,are payable free from all taxes,

bectiou 'I. Whenever any loan shall be made
by virtue thereof, there shall be, by force of thin
ordinance, annually appropriated out of the
income of the corporate estates, and from the
sum raised by taxation, a sum sufficient to
pay the Interest ou said certificates; and the
further sum of three-tenth- s of one per centum
ou tlie par value of such certificates so issued
shall be appropriated quarterly out of said in-
come aud taxes to a sinking fund; which fund
and its accumulations are hereby especially
pledged for the redemption and payment of
said certificates.
